adian National Railways, effective on 
Sunday, June 27th, as announced by 
R. Creelman, assistant passenger 
traffic manager, Winnipeg. 

On many lines, now.served by a 
tri-weekly service or a little better, 
the railway company will tisher in 
a daily service, In atldition, different 
routing of main line trains is arrang- 
ed. The change in service, in gen 
eral, is of much interest to the people 
of the west, and to whom it will be 
of great benefit, for with this new 
service will come a greater dispatch 
in train operation, a better mainten- 
ance of train schedule, the elimina- 
tion, practically, of vexatious delay. 

The inauguration of a new through 
fast limited daily train between Win- 
nipeg and Vancouver is one of the 
many features of the summer time 
card. Thies train, to be known as the 
“National” will leave Winnipeg at

Experlments conducted at the re- 
quest of the Manitoba government 
with wireless telephone apparatus be- 
tween Winnipeg and Portage La 
Prairie, 80 miles away, have been suc- 
cessfully concluded and a second atep 
in the experiments ts about to be 
takén, when conversations will be at- 
tempted between..Winnipeg and Fort 
William, a distance of nearly 400 
miles, The experiments’ are being 
taken with a view to testing out a 
proposed system of to be-in- 
stalled in northern Manitoba, > 

Mining districts and fur marketing 
centers are far scattered and sparsely 
settled. Land wires are costly to in- 
stall and to maintain owing to falling 
trees in the bush country. It is pro- 
posed to establish some dozen sta- 
tions at central points in as many dis- 
tricts of the northland, and these will 
in turn be given communication with 
the outsido by a station of larger 
power at The Pas, which will work 
with another similar station at Swan 
River, 250 miles south of the former 
place, and in the well settled portion 
of the province. 

Should the wircless telephony prove 
successful it is probable that the 
Manitoba government will assume 
control over this. form of communic- 
ation, just as it hag the telephones, 
and that the wireless will be incor- 
porated in the government telephones 
system. In this way the government 
may be able to give service to many 
isolated points, notably in mining sec- 
tions east of Lake Winnipeg which 
cannot now be reached by land wires.

For Farm Relief 


Premier Martin Tells of Work Done 
In Saskatchewan 

The government of Saskatchewan 

spent $3,000,000 during the past win- 
ter on relief work in the Southern 
and Western portions of the province, 
where there were almost total crop 
failures last year. This statement 
was made by Premier W. M. Martin, 
speaking at the banquet of the Sas- 
katchewan Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation at Moose Jaw. 
The Premier stated that there was 
every cause for optimism as to the 
crop prospects this year, He had 
visited every part of the areas that 
had a poor crop a year ago, during 
the past month, and everywhere he 
went he found that people were very 
hopeful as to the outlook. “If, how- 
ever, we should not get a good crop, 
I do not know what will be the out- 
come,” said the Premicr, adding that 
that was all that was needed to put 
business where it should be and to 
place the farmers on their feet. 

In the course of an outline of the 
resources of the province, the Premier 
stated that he thought that Northern 
Saskatchewan in the days to come 
would produce greater wealth than 
the Southern parts, where develop- 
ment has hitherto been confined 
That was because the north, with its 
greater amount of shelter and water, 
was more adapted for mixed farming. 


Credit for Manitoba Farmers 


Total Loans to Date Amount to 


$840,000 on Short Terms ; 
Eight new rural credit societies 
operating under provincial laws, pro- 
viding machinery by which the far- 
mers may co-operate for the purpose 
of securing money at a comparatively 
low rate of interest for purpose’ of 
making improvements on their farms, 
is the record for June so far. This 
brings into operations in Manitoba 66 
of these societies, and of this num- 
ber 53 are actually loaning money. 
The total loans to date under the 
Rural Credits act amount to $840,000 
on short terms. Membership in the 
societies is limited to 100, but in sev- 
eral instances this number has been 
exceeded and-in the Duck Motintain 
district and at Swan River additional 
societies had to be formed, They 
provide loans to farmers at rates low-

A series Of excursions to the .ex- 
perimental farms at - Scott, Indian 
Head and Rosthern, the forestry sta- 
tion at Indian Head, and lege 
of agriculture at Saskatoon, is being 
arranged by the provincial superin- 
tendents of the various farms.

453,175 acres in 1919, the slightly de- 
creased area being caused by the tn- 
usually late spring. 

Of oats, the total acreage sown is 


‘estimated at 15,291,000 acrés, as com- 


pared with 14,952,000 acres last year, 
an increase of 339,000 acres, or two 
percent. 

Barley has an acreage of 2,257,900;

How labor can be attracted back to 
the land will sooth become one of, if 
not the most important of pregent- 
day problems. The supervisor of the 
census of Oklahoma says eight out of 
ten of the boys of that gtate leave 
the farm for the city when they finish 
school. Capper’s Weekly gives the 
estimate that only ten percent of the 
farm boys who went into the army 
ever came back to the farm to stay. 
Recently the Kansas Agricultural | 
College reported that representatives 
of seven of the largest corporations 
in the United States visited the col- 
lege in the previous six weeks seek- 
ing to employ graduate students. In| 
addition to these corporations, the 
college has received requests for men 
from electric companies, construction 
companies, structural steel firms, and 
a score of other more or jess import- 
ant concerns. Capper’s Weekly asks 
if the world shall have to go hungry 
for a time before it finds out that 
not only must opportunities on the 
farm be made available as a change 
for young men as those of the cities, 
but as safely profitable.

A 
beginning in that direction has al- 


ready been made; whether or not the 
movement will develop depends upon 
the result of the effort to get labor 
back to the land under existing com- 
ditions.
